that it was announced from Bizertu this 
morning that the spot where the sub- 
marine boat Lutin sank on Tuesday had 
been definitely ascertained, hope of res-

abandoned at the ministry of nmrinc. In- 
deed, the prevailing impression there is 
that the crew were probably immcdiatc- 
]y killed or rendered unconscious by the 
accident, the cause of which, however, is 


, still n mystery, though theories on the 


subject are numerous. The naval offi- 
cers are generally of the opinion thnt 
when Lieut. Fepoux ordered the boat to 
be submerged in the rough soa then run- 
ning, the helmsman depressed the rudder 
too much and the Lutin pitched to the 
bottom, overturning her accumulators 
and .suffocating the crew with the fumes 
from the acids before they hnd time to 
release the safety weights or the tele- 
phone buoy. The water pressure is six- 
ty pounds to the inch at the depth where 
the submarine boat lies, 3D meters, which 
it is believed, would be sufficient to start 
her plates, especially if it is true, as an- 
nounced in a special dispatch from Bizer 
tn that the Lutin stranded a fortnight 
ngo, that her hull may have been injured 
nnd thnt she was not docked after hav- 
ing been pulled oil'.

SOLVES CORN HDSKER PROBLEM 


Janrsvlllo Claims to Hnvc Mnohlne Aftor

JANESVILE, Wis., Oct. IS.—Janes- 


ville claims to have solved the corn husk- 
er problem, which has been the bane of 
the harvester manufacturers for thirty 
years—so much -so that the great west- 
ern corn belt has never found any of 
their productions practicable and annual- 
ly issues its same old call for human 
hands. 


Eight years ago, A. M. Hollenbeck, a 


mechanical genius, and Vernon McUolo 
engaged in an cfl'ort to find a practicable 
solution of the problem. For four years 
they have been experimenting in Janes- 
ville. 


They have built and rejected six ma- 


chines. The seventh has just been com- 
pleted and patents secured on the more 
important devices. Confident 
that tiie 


machine meets every 
requirement, the 


inventors have taken it to the John H"u- 
gunin farm in La Prairie for a demon- 
stration. 


The automatic standing corn busker is 


operated by an IS horse power gasoline 
engine. 


The snapping rolls which take the ears 


from the stalks arc upright, and these 
constitute ono of the distinctive features 
of the mechanism. The two "noses," with 
almost incredible rapidity and 'thorough- 
ness, seize the 'cereal heads and convoy 
them to the interior of the vehicle, where 
they are deftly husked—cleaner than can 
be done by luuid and with a negligible 
waste of kernels by shelling—and finally 
delivered rcwdy for the crib by the clc- 
vn tor. 


The inventors claim that the machine - 


will ttike care of from fifteen to twenty 
acres n 'l»v »™1 perform the labor, of 
from twenty- to thirty men. They have 
already tested it in a soft field immed- 
iately after a rainstorm, and the ready

Dr. Wiley Will Not Havo Any Trouble In

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—A ser- 


ies of experiments to determine the ef- 
fect of alcohol on the human, stomach 
and system may be inaugurated by Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
department of agriculture. Dr. Wiley 
hns not fully determined on his course 
but he contemplates asking congrrsR for 
authority. This would be necessary, as 
experiments are now limited to coloring 
matter, preservatives- and the like. Dr. 
Wiley's fnmous "poison squad" will soon 
undertake 
experiments 
to 
determine 


what saltpeter, which is extensively used 
to color meat products, will do to the 
human system. 


In cn.F« 'congress should authorize ex- 


perimentation with alcohol, it is feared 
there will be o. rush of volunteers to en- 
ter tho poison clns". On the ground that, 
the experiments might convert a number 
of young men of sober habits into drunk- 
ards, the local W. C. T. U, is likely to 
enter protest.

department. 


\oiie of the three was familiar with the 
vorking of the tunnel, and they consult-

"A glass bullseyc near the top of the 


door had broken, and when they reen- 
ered the tunnel the high pressure of 
air in the section where the man was 
mprisoned was forcing the water out 
hrough the bnllseyc in a roaring stream 
i distance of fifteen feet.

company of Ohio. The latter, ho said, 
refined 50 per cent of all the oil retined 
in tho state.

On Oct. 1st last, says a Sentinel dis- 


patch, there were 5,774 insane persons 
confined in county and state asylums of 
Wisconsin, an increase of 104, or a frac- 
tion over 2 per cent since Oct. 1, 100,5. 
It is estimated'by the board oficontrol 
that the ratio of the insane of the state 
under public care to the total population 
of the state is about 1 to '100. Includ- 
ing the insane inmates of private asy- 
lums and sanitariums the ratio is believ- 
ed to be about 1 ,to 275. 


On Oct. 1, 1906 there 
were 4.0G3 in- 


mates in the thirty-one county insane 
asylums af the state, 1,177 in the two 
state hospitals at Mcndota and Oshkosh, 
and "534 in the Milwaukee asylum, a. to- 
tal of 5.774. 


About 50 per cent of the persons com- 


mitted to the two state hospitals cither 
recover entirely or sufficiently to resume 
their former positions 
in society. The 


Wisconsin system for treating and caring 
for the insane is generally credited .with 
being the best in the world. Two large 
state asylums arc provided for the care 
and treatment of persons immediately 
after they are adjudged insane. After a 
period-of treatment they arc found to be 
incurable, they are transferred to the 
county asylums for the chronic insane. 
Minnesota and New Jersey have copied 
the Wisconsin system in part. 


INSANE LIVE LONGEST HERE. 
Most of the states keep thch'lirtsane in, 


l.Vge central asylums. Wisconsin- also 
has the most accurate statistics ion its 
ijisane population under public>'cnro of 
any., state in the union. Owing.'to the 
advanced medical and hygienic-.icarc of 
ita< insane and the strict state-supervis- 
ion of its asylums, the insane population 
,o£'Wisconsin has a higher avera'ge age, 
oryiin other words, its insane'residents 
live 'longer than those of any state in the 
union. It was recently figured out that 
th? average age of the inmates of coun- 
ty asylums of the state who died within 
a certain period was 07 years. 


To help defray the expense of caring 


for nnd maintaining the insane the state 
pays each .county $1.50 per week for each 
of its chronic insane residents. 
Thcr 


are thirty-one counties of the state op- 
crating asylums for the chronic insane. 
These counties also care for the chronic 
insane of other,counties, receiving $3 per 
week for eitch such 'person and about $12 
per year as an allowance for clothing. 
There arc 500 state at large insane pa- 
tients or persons having no fixed resi- 
dence in the state confined in those coun- 
ty asylums and the state pays $3 a week, 
,vith clothing allowance, for their care 
and maintenance"."1 •

ic insane for the year ending July 1st, 
wn-s .$433,411, of which Racine 
county 


had $7.450.03, Walworth $!),18<U5, Rock 
£14,008.07 and 
Green $13,005.83. 
The 


counties not operating asylums paid of 
this amount $102.529.40, and the state 
$330.881,154, an increase over last year of 
$3,850.82. 


Charged against the counties for care 


and maintenance for the two state insti- 
tutions, the home for the feeble minded 
and industrial school for boys, and the 
state insane hospitals at Mendota and 
Oshkosh is $170,377.05. 


This is not all the cost of caring for 


the insane under state auspices. The 
$433,411 that is to be paid to the differ- 
ent counties operating asylums probably 
does not represent one-half of the actual 
cost of maintaining their asylums. The 
amount which the state receives 
from 


the different counties for the care and 
maintenance of the insane, feeble minded, 
and incorrigible inmates of its institu- 
tions probably does not represent one- 
fifth of the actual expense of such work. 


The charges against the difTcient coun- 


ties will be included in the tax levy in 
December and payments to counties for 
caring for infiane persons not residents 
of such counties will be made about the 
middle of January.
